
REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 


Applicant responds herein to the Office Action dated June 22, 2005. 

Claims 1-15 have been rejected under the 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph and under 
35 U.S.C. §101, essentially because the claims recite method steps without explicitly stating the 
steps thereof. 

Reconsideration is requested. 

The applicant has amended the claims in a manner which is believed to have rendered 
them in a form which correctly casts them in the style of United States method claims. 
Therefore, a formal Notice of Allowance is requested. 

Accordingly, the Examiner is respectfully requested to reconsider the application, allow 
the claims as amended and pass this case to issue. 
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
